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Folmar investigates inventory 

Clerk finds missing city

All but one item reported as 
missing from the Romulus 
Cith Hall in a recent inventory 
have been found by the city 
clerk. 

Last week, the city’s audi- 
tors Adelson, Weitz, Wituz 
and Company, gave the city’s 
treasurer, John B. 
Lewkowicz, a report saying 65 
items, ranging from tape- 
recorders to wastebaskets 
"could not be physically 
located, and are presumed 
missing.” 

Lewkowicz said Romulus 
City Clerk Leonard Folmar 
had the responsibility for

accounting for the items 
during the past ad- 
ministration. 

LAST FRIDAY. Folmar 
found 57 of the missing 65 
items, and said that only one 
item on the list could not be 
accounted for. 

“It indicates to me that the 
entire report is a joke,” 


Despite mistake 

Auditor defends 
inventory work 
on city holdings 

The auditors who recently filed a report saying 65 items were 
presumed missing from the Romulus City Hall said the com- 
pany “normally don’t take inventories.” 

Lloyd Adelson, partner in the firm of Adelson, Weitz, Witus 
and Company, said he undertook an inventory of the city’s fixed 
assets more as a favor for Romulus Mayor Terry L. Troutt than 
as a part of the firm’s regular work. 

•’Auditor’s don’t normally take inventories,” Adelson said. 

“We were told, that the city wanted to set up a new- perpetual 
inventory procedure, and offered to affect a starting point for it,

Folmar said. “It’s a disser- 
vice to the taxpayers who 
have to pay for this kind of 
work. 

Folmar said he took his own 
survey of the city’s 
possessions and turned up 133 
items with an estimated value „ 
of $10,000 which had been 
accounted for by the auditor. 

Folmar added that he found 
the 133 items during a 2 V* hour 
check of the city hall against 
records he held in his office. 

"I I1AD TWO girls inex- 
perienced at handling audits 
and myself to check the same 
lists we gave the present 
auditors,” he said. “We 
turned up all these items in a 
short time. 

“What did the auditors do in 
four months?” 

Folmar said he knows for 
certain that the auditors left 
other improtant items off their 
inventory. 

“There are three voting 
machines, valued at $2,000 
apiece, left off the list,” he 
said, “I gave the guy the key 
to fire station where they are 
located myself 

"EVIDENTLY he didn’t use 
it. 

“It’s a shame all this money 
had to be expended to get half 
the job done. 

Folmar said the only item 
he could not account for on the 
original missing list of the 
auditors was a tape recorder. 

Six other items, including 
four shotguns, a movie 
projector and a casset tape 


Adelson’s list showed 64 items that could not be physically 
oca ted and presumed missing or which were tagged and either 
:ould not be located or were observed without a tag. 

However, Adelson said he had “no other purpose than 
stablishing a starting point” and that his firm wasn’t “here to 
make accusations.” 

“In fact, we suggested that all items of no value be disposed 
rf," he added. “We expected a margin of error because we 
wouldn't seal off the building to make a detailed inventory 

"PEOPLE COULD have’moved things, such as the ashtrays, 
during the audit. But there are certain things, sue*, as the 
shotguns, which should be accounted for and that’s why we 
listed them 

“We weren’t concerned about the waste baskets or desks, but 
those shotguns should be found.” 

Adelson said the city now “has a starting point” from which it 
can keep track of the items. 

“We were working from four- and five-year-old lists,” he said. 
“That’s what made it difficult. But now things should be better 
because we have recommended new tags and a perpetual 
auditing system, which allows more flexibility over long periods 
of time.” 

"THE TREASURER told me he wanted everything done to 
make procedures in the city proper. And as far as I’m con- 
cerned, I have no business worryinb about anything that hap- 
pened before we were hired in November. 

“That’s why we didn’t concern ourselves with listing things as 
missing. 

“Our report wasn’t prepared in that spirit." 


presumed missing by the 
auditors were stolen. A report 
was filed at the Wayne County 
Sheriffs Department on the 
theft. Folmar said. 

The four shotguns were part 
of the former Romulus Police 
Department's armament, and 
the projector and tape 
recorder were stolen from the 
Romulus Public library, he 
added.

Employes laid off from the 
Romulus Building Depart- 
ment are back to work today 
because Romulus Department 
of Public Works (DPW) 
employes refused to work over 
time last week, according to a 
city official. 

The DPW employes refused 
the overtime when they 


learned that two employes

were laid off and a third had 
his hours cut because of “lack 
of work.” 

Romulus Mayor Terry L. 
Troutt last week said that 
funds saved in the lay-offs 
would be spent on hiring an 
engineering firm to in- 
vestigate shoddy building 
practices In the city's newer 
subdivisions. 

HOWEVER, employesat the 
DPW construed the lay-off and 
proposed hiring of an outside 
firm as replacing full-time 
employes with contractual 
services in violation of their 
union contract. 

“The DPW employes 
thought I was trying to do 
other workers out of their 
jobs,” Troutt said. “But then 
the building department 
employes agreed to handle the 
extra work, so I called them 
back, rather than replace 
them.” 

The extra work is 
examining recently built 
homes to see if they were 
shoddily built. 

Last week Troutt chastised 
two developers for building 
sub-standard housing But 


Monday he said the fault laid 
with the city 

"A BUILDER is out to make 
-a buck,” Troutt said. “They’ll 
cut corners to make a better 
profit, unless the city is tough 
and holds them to regulations. 


“What you have is a builder 
neglecting to construct the 
homes properly, and the city 
giving them occupancy 
permits, despite the poor 
workmanship 

“The fault lies with the 


council and the mayor who 
allowed the building depart- 
ment lo function in that 
manner.” 

“In (he past the building 
department employes were 
told to ’relax things a bit’ for 


ihe developers, even though 
they wanted to get tough,” 
ihe mayor added, “solhen the 
entire process relaxed and the 
people now are living in poor 
housing because of it. 

“We re going to have to tell 
ihe developers that Romulus 
won’t tolerate this anymore. 
And when they get the 
message, we ll either get 
better buildings, or the 
developers will move out and 
responsible ones will Lake 
their place."

Huron Township won’t have to worry about 
how to pay for it’s share of a study required 
before a new drainage system can be con- 
structed 

The Wayne County Road Commission, 
operators of the Detroit Metropolitan Airport 
in Romulus, has agreed to pay the full $60,000 
for a study required by the U S Army Corps 
of Engineers and the Wayne County Drain 
Commission. 

The study is designed to determine whether 
the Huron River can handle the extra water 
and increase in pressure which would be 
dumped into the river if drainage from 
Romulus and Huron was diverted to it 

Until the county had agreed to pay, the cost 
of the study had been apportioned with Huron 
Township paying $10,000. Romulus paying 
$35,000 and the road commission paying the 
remainder. 

Last week. Romulus Mayor Terry L Troutt 


said the Huron Township Board of Trustees 
were reluctant to pay their share for the 
project He favored having the county pay the 
cost with the understanding that the money 
would either go toward the cost of the $15 
million project or would be reimbursed if the 
project did not proceed 

Troutt said the study would begin within 
two weeks, with results returned within two 
months. 

If the study proves the extra run-off can be 
handled by the Huron River, a decision will be 
made whether to start construction on the 
project, he added 

“The biggest hold-back, if the study proves 
to be good, will be over apportionment of the 
costs,” Troutt said Rdugh percentages show 
Romulus paying 57 per-cent share, the airport 
paying 25 per cent share and Huron paying 18 
per cent of the costs

federal censuses. 

"This mid-decade census, 
suggested by Belleville Mayor 
Royce Smith, is needed to 
insure that booming com- 
munities receive their fair 
share of state gasoline sales, 
revenue sharing and smilar 
programs," Faust said. "By 
law, local communities share 
certain state revenues based 
on their population, according 
to the last federal census. 

"Because federal census 
are taken every 10 years, 
growing communities now do 
not receive their fair share of 
state tax money. This inequity 
has a crippling effect on local 


units of government, forced to 
provide expanding services 
without expanded state 
revenues." 

The report also showed that 
in the last three years, the 
population in Van Buren 
Township has increased 36.8 
per cent. Romulus has charted 
a 15.8 per cent population 
growth and Belleville has 
grown 44.6 per cent. 

"My bill will take some of 
the pinch out of the growing 
pains experienced by budding 
communities by enabling 
them to rely on a more up-to- 
date and realistic census,’* 
Faust said.

MOSCOW - Lenin ’s body and Moscow's Metro 
subway system defy time in the most 
remarkable way. 

It almost seems that both were caught up in 
one of those imaginary lime warp machines 
described so often by science fiction writers 
I first visited the tomb in Red Square and the 
subway 16 years ago while doing a six months 
stint in Moscow for the Associated Press The 
other day I paid a return visit 
WHILE THK SOVIET UNION is full of sur- 
prises, nothing startled me quite so much as 
viewing Lenin's body again and riding in one of 
the underground trains 
Only one thing had changed In 1958 Stalin's 
body was shown beside Lenin Subsequently 
Stalin's body was moved a few feet away and 
buried in a conventional grave outside the 
Kremlin walls in a row of graves containing the 
remains of old Bolsheviks and Soviet military 
heroes The body remains there to this day, a 
sign that Stalin's reputation never fully 
recovered from Khruschev's denunciation of the 
Stalinist tactic of rule by terror

The inside of the tomb was lit in 1958 by a deep 
red light, rather like the lights used below deck 
on an aircraft carrier when it is operational. 

STALIN AND LENIN were seen somewhat 
dimly as you passed along three sides of a large 
glass case which contained the couch-like 
structure on which the bodies were placed 
Now the inside of the tomb is brightly lighted. 
Lenin, resting there alone, can be seen ex- 
tremely clearly Obviously all sorts of preser- 
vation methods have been employed, but 1 am 
convinced it actually is Lenin’s body 
Some western skeptics suggest it is a wax 
model, but I have visited some of the world’s 
great wax works museums and in my own mind I 
am confident I can tell the difference between a 
human body and a figure made of was 
THE RUSSIANS HAVE PRESERVED 
everything they could get their hands on con- 
nected with Lenin's life This includes not only 


his notes for speeches, letters and books but such 
things as his clothing, the automobile he used 
and various personal objects such as razors and 
watches 

To me the relic of greatest interest is the old 
steam locomotive which pulled the train con- 
taining Lenin when he arrived in Petrograd ( now' 
Leningrad) in April, 1917 and made his famous 
speech on the station platform calling for “bread 
and peace.’’ This started the chain of events 
which led to the greatest political upheaval of 
the 20th century. 

On the platform of that same station inside a 
giant glass case the locomotive remains 
preserved polished and cared for like some icon 
of an earlier era. The engine itself actually 
resembles the type used in the American West 
100 years ago, including the big cabbage-top 
smokestack. 


The contrast between Moscow’s subway 
system, called the Metro, and that of New York 
is like day and night. 

THE MOSCOW SUBWAY stations with their 
giant mosaics and statues produce an odd im- 
pact on many westerners They are admired as 
sort of art galleries making a cultural impact on 
workers hurrying to and from their jobs, and yet 
there is something funereal about them. 

Yet nothing is out of place there. The platforms 
are spotlessly clean. Built during the 1930s, with 
the lines extended since, the stations and the 
trains look exactly the way they did 16 years ago. 

No graffiti defaces the sides of the trains. No 
one has written rude words on the windows. The 
seats are undamaged 

Obviously, the residents of Moscow take pride 
in their subway system But the tip-top condition 


of that system also reflects the fact that the 
destruction and theft of state property is a 
serious offense in the Soviet Union. 

IN THE SUBWAY ITSELF and on the streets 
above the impact of the government’s current 
campaign for temperance can be judged. 
Russians still drink vodka and other alcoholic 
beverages, but I received the firm impression 
that there was considerably less drunkeness now 
than 16 years ago. 

While Americans would find the ’system 
repressive, the discipline exercised by the state 
plays a part in this social habit as well. 

At one time you could buy a shot of vodka from 
vending machines on the streets of Soviet cities. 
That arrangement is out now Restaurants and 
hotels do not stack their tables with liquor at 
every meal the way they used to do. 

If a Soviet citizen gets picked up by the police 
for public drunkeness he has a good chance of 
winding up in a clinic. Thereof it is determined 
that he is on the road to alcoholism he will be 
given treatment. Prices of spirits are up, and 
there seems to be a social tendency to discourage 
the endless round of toasts which can bring a sag 
to the knees of the strongest.

Judge Roth's path 
of forced busing 
'wanders' aimlessly 


In 1971 U S. District Judge Stephen Roth 
referred to his proposed metro-wide school 
district plan as a venture into “uncharted 
waters ” 

After three years of controversy, the ap- 
parent charting of those waters will be 
traversed by the nine-man United Stales 
Supreme Court., before the next schoolyear. 

The burning question is whether a child 
should be bused away from his or her neigh- 
borhood school to achieve classroom racial 
balance, and with no regard to physical 
school district lines. 

When the state presented its defense 
against across district busing before the High 
Court this week. Michigan Attorney Gen 
Frank Kelley said the nation's courts should 
not set social goals while searching for non- 
existent violations. 

At issue is Judge Roth’s finding that public 
schools in Detroit have been segregated over' 
the years by racially discriminatory legal 
acts of the state and Detroit school boards 

In search of a remedy. Judge Roth ruled 
that a busing plan must be established to 
integrate the public school systems in Detroit 
ana the predominantly white suburban 
districts - including Western Wayne County. 

Kelley’s contention, and that of the 53 
suburban school districts; is, basically: 
“There is no discrimination within the 
respective suburban school districts. If there 
is a discriminatory pattern in Detroit, it is not 
the workings of suburbia nor the state The 
violation rests with the Detroit board, and 
uncontrolled housing patterns.” 

But Judge Roth’s ruling clearly mandates 
that a busing plan solely within Detroit will 
not achieve quality education. That the 
charting of equal and quality education Jor 
black and while students can only be achieved 
on a metro-wide district plan - and cross- 
district busing will serve as the vehicle. 

The proponents of busing also argue that 
existing suburban school district lines are 
"imaginary” and all schools come under the 
jurisdiction of the State Board of Education 


They also cite that nearly 50 percent of each 
school district’s budget comes from the state. 

We find the position of pro-busing 
proponents unacceptable. The present school 
district pattern in suburbia is a recognizable 
entity. Each district represents a separate 
unit of government - much like our municipal 
governments. 

If the state were granted powers to 
establish one single statewide school district, 
on the basis that each district receives state 
assistance, then the same philosophy would 
apply to local municipal government. 

Should we accept the one district theory, 
then the door would be open to the tearing 
down of municipal boundaries - for each city 
also receives tax rebates from the state. 

While every conscientious American 
detests racial discrimination in housing, 
employment, and in our schools - to suggest 
the busing of children beyond a neighborhood 
school because of the color of skin would be 
government approved reverse 
discrimination 

At the same time, to claim that children in 
Detroit are not getting a good education is an 
insult to each and every teacher in the Detroit 
system If children are to be bused, does 
Judge Roth intend to include the busing of 
teachers too? 

We find it difficult to accept the social 
theory that a child’s education will improve 
because of a bus ride. Who says school in 
suburbia are any better than the schools in 
Detroit. 

If the suburban child has an edge, it's 
because of familv income and adequate 
housing The money it would take to bus 
children from 53 districts would better serve 
the cause of impoverished Detroit. 

We view Judge Roth’s busing edict as an 
insulting insinuation that a black child can’t 
make it unless he gets to sit next to a white 
child. 

Hopefully, the nation’s High Court will 
guide this nation through Judge Roth’s 
"uncharted waters” by vetoing the judge’s 
master social plan.

Loneliness 

They arrive 
to find life , 
but give up

MIAMI BEACH — (PNS) — Retirement sparks the exodus. 
The cars with far-flunt northern license plates arrive in 
Miami Beach the year-around, their drivers anxious to renew 
themselves in the sunny south 
Their toils are over, their responsibilities evaporated on 
their 65th birthdays. They now have time to relax as they 
never did when they were young. 

But what the senior citizens often find here is loneliness. 
FREQUENTLY CALLED the “ultimate” experience 
which transcends all ages and cultural lines, loneliness is 
more acute for the elderly Often widowed, no longer in touch 
with their children, their health deteriorating, the senior 
citizens seeking the fountain of youth find Miami Beach is not 
their promised land. 

“The elderly come here for two reasons,” says Miami 
Beach psychiatrist Robert Sylvester 
"They want to avoid the rigors of winter weather, and they 
want to live longer. They figure if they have good health, they 
will surely find happiness and sunshine. 

“BUT THEIR DISILLUSIONMENT with Miami Beach is 
very severe. Many have left their old and familiar 
surroundings, and when they come here, they find it’s not 
easy to make new friends. 

"Even if they meet new people, their loneliness catches up 
with them, and suddenly casual relationships are not 
enough ” 

Company in itself is no guarantee against loneliness, says 
psychiatrist Samuel Feldman. 

“A person can be lonely even if he lives with his mate,” he 
points out. “Or he can be not lonely, even if he lives alone. 

“PEOPLE BECOME LONELY when they lose their 
commitment to life, something you see all too often on the 
Beach. 

“A typical case is the married couple. The husband Is 
retired and has the feeling of being sent out to pasture. After 
a lifelong identify as a viable contributor to society, suddenly 
that man’s occupation is to play cards for pennies. 

"His wife is in a similar position. Her most exciting past- 
time is checking out the weekly specials at the market.” 

SO THEY REACH OUT. They reach out pleadingly for an 
escape from their loneliness. Psychiatrists such as Sylvester 
and Feldman receive three, sometimes four calls a day from 
elderly patients who ask only a listening ear 
Sometimes they call that defender of the public, the police. 
The Miami Beach Police Dept, directs these callers to Set. 
Pete Corso. Two or three times a day, every day, Corso picks 
up the phone to hear an elderly voice register an imagined 
complaint. 

“They’recryingoutfor help," he says. “I can hear it in the 
tone of their voices. ‘Please recognize I exist. Please take 
half an hour and talk with me so I’m not useless.’ ” 

As Sylvester explains it, “It’s a commin human reaction to 
equate loneliness with being unwanted, unneeded and 
useless. 

“I HAVE SO MANY OLDER people come in looking so 
neat and clean, and then they ask me, ‘Do you know what it 
means to feel that nobody cares?’ They all feel they have 
outlived their investment in life.” 

Lonelinness is a recurring battle the elderly constantly 
fight, the psychiatrists say. 

Feldman attributes it to fear 

"They are fearful because their physical health is 
deteriorating,” he explains. “They see deaths all around 
them. 

"They are fearful of their senility, and as they become 
more conscious of whether they are losing their mental 
powers, they lose confidence.” 

Sylvester calls that loss of self-confidence a natural by 
product of age 

“THEY ARE MORE INSECURE, uncertain and tentative 
in their approach to life because their successes are all 
behind them,” he says. “Now all they see facing them is a 
bleak future.” 

Sylvester wonders if some are determined to be lonely. 
“You go to any night-time senior citizens’ recreation center 
on the Beach, and you see the outer fringes filled with people 
who come alone and are reluctant to go into the center where 
the couples are,’’ he says. 

“If you encourage them to go out and dance, the most 
common answer is, “I would if my husband, or wife, were 

here.” L „ 

“You can’t help but wonder if they’re lonelier there than if 
they went to the theater alone.” 

ONCE AN INDIVIDUAL feels lonely, he enters a never 
ending circle of frustration which is difficult to break. 
Feldman says. _

7 6 pounds in 1972 

Also, the nutritional value of 
pork is more accurately 
presented in the newer charts 
which provide exact data for 
specific cuts and portions as 
they are cooked and served 
today. 


A PAPER ON the purple 
martins was presented by 
Ellen Gould These graceful, 
migratory birds, are peculiar 
to America, winter in Brazil, 
while one species nests within 
the Arctic circle 

They have an uncanny 
ability to return to their for- 
mer nesting sites, just like the 
swallows, members of the 
same family, Miss Gould said. 

All their food is obtained on 
the wing over lakes, deserts 
and oceans, but not forests 
They are great mosquito 
lovers. To protect their 
homes, they will attack hawks 
and crows, but they are 
friendly to the lesser birds like 
sparrows and starlings. Thus, 
unless their homes are taken 
down yearly, or the windows 
boarded up until mid-April in 
this area, the sparrows will 
take over their houses. Their 
homes should be near open 
fields, near a pond preferably, 
on poles from 15- to 30-feet 
high, and painted white to 
deflect the sun’s hot rays. 

Some of the history of Jack 
Miner, the founder of Jack 
Miner’s Bird Sanctuary in 
Kingsville, Ontario, was given 
by Velma Kulzar An Ohioan 
by birth in 1865, Miner moved 
to Kingsville when he was nine 
years old Trapping in the 
rich, natural area when he 
was a boy led him into 
becoming a hunting guide as a 
teenager His great knowledge 
of wood lore enabled him to 
find many lost hunters. 

Wishing to conserve for a 
continuous hunting season, he 
built a pond to attract birds 
He first banded birds in 1909 
From 1910 to 1940, he was a 
well-known lecturer: his 
witticisms became known as 
‘Minerism’s*. After his death 
in 1944, his family continued 
his work; his sanctuary being 
visited by thousands yearly. 
In another month, it will be 
time for another visit there.

listening 

The parent-child 
relationship is most influential 
and forms the basis for other 
human relationships in our 
society. 

“Since the parent-child 
relationship is so important, 
parents and children must 
learn to meet their own needs 
and realize their own potential 
as well as help the other 
person to do likewise," says 
Dr. Eleanor Morrison, in- 
structor in family and child 
sciences at Michigan State 
University. 

Parents can help open the 
channels of communication 
with their children by active 
listening This type of 
listening goes further than 
hearing just the words — you 
must understand the feelings 
behind the words 

“Once a parent learns to 
hear these feelings,’’ Dr. 
Morrison explains, “verbal 
communication may become 
more effective in helping 
children overcome difficulties 
and taking responsibility for 
meeting their own needs.” 

THE NEXT time children 
come to you with a problem or 
complaint, let them express 
themselves, recognize and try 
to understand the feelings 
behind the words — avoid 
advising, criticizing, 
moralizing or giving solutions. 
The ultimate aim is to help 
your child solve problems

with the correct facts, as 
provided by food-nutrition 
scientists: 

Incorrect : 

“One reason steaks, oven 
roasts ond chops cost more is 
because they’re more 
nutritious ” 

Fact: 

Cheaper cuts of meot are 
just os healthful ond nutritious 
ns the best prime or choice 
steak and, when properly 
prepared, can be very ap- 
petizing os well as tender. The 
price of meat — the difference 
between filet mignon and 
chopped beef — is determined 
primarily by consumer 
preference (demand) and the 
amount available (supply). A 
beef carcass provides many 
more pounds of chopped beef 
ond pot roasts than filet 
mignons and standing rib 
roasts. 

Incorrect : 

“The only important 
nutritional contribution of 
meat is protein — which con 
also be obtained from plant 
and vegetable foods ” 

Fact: 

The protein in meat is 
complete, high quality protein 
containing all the essential 
amino acids. Plant and 
vegetable proteins do not 
contain all the essential amino 
acids so they are incomplete 
and of lower biological 
quality Further, meat protein 
is more readily assimilated 
into the human body since it is 
from an animal source. In 
addition to protein, meat 
provides all the B-vitamins — 
not just those usually added in 
fortification of foods — iron, 
other minerals, trace 
elements und micronutrients 
not readily available from 
other sources. 

Incorrect: 

“For top quality meat, 
select the leanest cuts.” 

Fact: 

The better eating quality 
meat can be recognized by the 
marbling — flecks of fat in the 
lean portions. If meat had no 
fat at all, it wouldn't taste as 
good or have as pleasing a 
texture. Today’s cuts do have 
more lean meat in proportion 
to fat and bone because 
packers ond i eta tiers are 
trimming the outside fat 
closer and cattle, hogs and 
sheep are bred and fed to 
produce less lot.

The Huron Township Board 
of Trustees has approved a 
SI 6 million contract with 
Wayne County for the 
proposed 1974 sanitary sewer 
extension project in the 
township 

The contract with the 
Department of Public Works 
calls for construction to begin 
in either July or August The 
extension project w ill add 30 to 
40-thousand feet of sewer pipe 
in the township, according to 
Huron Township Engineer 
Jerry Jarrett 

The contract, however, 
deleted the sparsely- 
populated Judd Road area 
from the project or 1,150 feet 
of sewer pipe. Jarrett said 
The board also approved the 
purchase of a patrol car for 
the township, bringing to two 
the number of operating police 
cars on ihe force The town- 
ship has another patrol car for 
sale 

The newest vehicle was 
purchased for $2,800 from 
Vienna Township.

The board also adopted a

New bill 
to stop 
oil hikes 

Legislation, which would 
give the Michigan Public 
Service Commission the 
authority to regulate the price 
and supply of home heating oil 
and bottled gas, has been 
introduced in the House of 
Representatives. 

“The lack of controls over 
these products has resulted in 
a price rise of more than 100 
per cent,” State Rep Gary 
Owen said. “It is 
unreasonable to believe that 
costs of producing fuel oil and 
bottle gas have doubled in the 
past few months. 

“1 believe we must have 
control over this public utility 
to insure the consumer and the 
oil industry a fair price.” 

The bill is vitally necessary 
at a time when the country is 
faced with a growing fuel 
shortage, according to Owen, 
a democrat representing Van 
Buren Township He said that 
some form of regulatory 
agency is needed to oversee 
the industry to be sure that 
fuel oil and battled gas are 
available without gouging the 
consumer.

It takes a year-round effort 
but parishioners at St. 
Aloysius Church have been 
able to keep open one of the 
few still functioning parochial 
schools in the Romulus area. 

Armed with funds collected 
from an annual festival, bake 
sales, paper drives and 
similar programs, the church 
has been able to maintain the 
school while many Catholic 
schools throughout the Ar- 
chdiocese of Detroit are being 
closed down because of the 
financial burden 

Beginning more than a year 
in advance of the actual 


festival, parishioners start to 
plan and organize the largest 
of their money-making ac- 
tivities. 

USUALLY held during the 
Labor Day weekend, the 
festival finds itself in com- 
petition with festivals from 
the Michigan State Fair to the 
Peach Fair in Oscoda when it 
comes to collecting the 
necessary elements for a 
sucessful venture. 

A small committee handles 
the problems of procuring 
rides, games and other at- 
tractions that will make or 
break a fair, a church 
spokesman said. 


Jaycees to honor 
Romulus woman 

The date of March 19 has been set aside for the Romulus 
Jaycee Auxiliary to honor Romulus’ women with their yearly 
“Outstanding Woman” award. 

Applications for the award, given to the woman who best 
demonstrates the ideals of community' betterment and 
exemplary womanhood in Romulus, will be accepted through 
March 7. 

The award will be given at a special ceremony scheduled 
for March 19 at the Romulus City Hall. 

At the same time, the Virginia Carmichael Award, in 
memory of the long-time community worker who died last 
November, also will be presented

the people problem is over- 
come with dinners on two days 
of the festival, the spokesman 
added. 

Joining in with fair fund 
raising activities for the 
school is the Parent-Teachers 
Guild ( PTG ) , which sponsors 
monthly bake sales, paper 
drives and any other potluck 
scheme to make money. 

ON THE third Sunday of 
each month, they attract 
residents to the church 
basement with the mingling 
ordors of homemade pies, 
bread, fudge, brownies and 
parental specialities for the 
bake sale. 

The paper drives represent 
a three-week headache for the 
PTG, but also are money- 
making propositions that can 
dump as much as $240 into the 


school s coffers at one time, 
the spokesman said. 

School children man the 
collection portion of the drive, 
gathering newspapers to 
transport to the school, where 
they are sorted and weighed 
before being loaded into a 
waiting truck. 

To augment the two groups’ 
activities, the church sponsors 
weekly bingo games, 
sometimes called the 
“Catholic gambling syn- 
drome.” 

THREE small groups 
handle the chores with the 
members alternating between 
participating and calling 
numbers. It continues to at- 
tract bingo enthusiasts week 
after week, the spokesman 
added 

The efforts are aimed at 
keeping open the eight-room 
school, built by the students’ 


grandparents years ago to 
provide their children with the 
quiet educational surroun- 
dings of a private school. 

The school has survived 
much of the aurora of 
operating in the red that has 
closed many parochial 
schools, the spokesman said. 
Tuition fees cost $200 per 
family per year for 
parishioners and $300 for non- 
parishioners. 

Transportation to the school 
is provided through the 
Romulus Community Schools 
with classes beginning at 8:15 
a.m. and ending at 2 p.m. 

With its survival dependent 
on the efforts of the 
parishioners, St. Aloysius 
School will continae* to 
educate both Catholic and non- 
Catholic youngsters in 
Romulus as long as it can, the 
church spokesman concluded.

BOTH communities, ac- 
cording to the report, showed 
increases in the number of 
occupied dwelling units of 
more than 46 and 73 per cent 
respectively. 

In Van Buren Township, the 
population estimate was 
18,000 The 1970 census figures 
set the count at an increase of 


36.2 per cent or 4,838 persons 
The township’s occupied 
dwelling units totaled 5,260 as 
compared to 3,590 in 1970 The 
new figure an increase of 
1,680 occupied dwelling units 
or 46 2 per cent 
The population of Belleville 
as reflected in the SEMCOG’s 
report was 3,480, an increase 
of 1,074 over the 1970 total of

Cites man's dilemma 


Faust pushes benefits 


Day-to-day survival is an 
uphill struggle for those 
ineligible for Social Security 
benefits,” says State Sen. 
William Faust. 

Legislation has been in- 
troduced by Faust to maintain 
full workmen's compensation 
benefits for persons of 
retirement age who are not 
eligible for social security 
benefits 

Under the present system, a 
disabled worker receiving 
weekly compensation must 
comply with the regulation 
that decreases his benefits by 
5 percent annually when he 
reaches the age of 65. the 
Westland Democrat said. 

“The amount keeps 
decreasing at the 5 percent 
annual rate, until benefits are 
cut to 50 percent of the original 


amount of benefit,” he said, 
“if the disabled worker isn’t 
eligible for social security 
benefits to make up the dif- 
ference, he must face the 
impossible situation of living 
on less and less each year, 
while the cost of living goes up 
and up.” 

An example of these cir- 
cumstances was brought to 
Faust’s attention by one of his 
constituents in Westland. 

Salim Freij. 65, employed 
by a church in Plymouth 
Township in 1970, was struck 
with a heart attack and 
became disabled. He received 
workmen’s compensation in 
the amount of $80 per week 
until he reached 65. Since that 
time, his weekly benefit has 
been decreased to the $72 he is 
receiving now. Freij has

Selective Service System 
to hold lottery for draft 


Young men born in 1955 will have their 
selective service lottery numbers drawn on 
March 20 during the sixth annual draft lottery 
to be held in Washington. 

Michigan has approximately 75,000 19-year- 
olds who will have their lottery numbers 
established by this drawing. The present 
standby Selective Service System is 
required to continue; to register'and classify 
young men as a part of our defense 
preparedness program. 

All young men are required to register 
under the draft law at the time of their 18th 
birthday. They are assigned their random 
sequence number through the lottery which is 
held in the year in which they become 19. 
They are potentially vulnerable to induction 


during the calendar year of their 20th bir- 
thday. 

As a result of the lottery on March 20, some 
of the men bom in 1955 will be placed in a 
class available for military service by their 
draft boards. 

This group will form a standby pool of 
‘ readily inductible” men during calendar 
year 1975. This group would be available to 
supplement the all-volunteer armed forces in 
event of a national emergency. 

In Michigan 18-year-olds can register at 
Selective Service System offices or with 
volunteer registrars who are located in most 
high schools, colleges and other community 
centers.
